>>tones through repeaters. I am building several VHF repeaters, each of 
>>which needs to decode one of several PL tones, let's say 100.0, 110.9 
>>and 123.0Hz, and then if any of these three is detected (but not any 
>>other PL tone), it keys the transmitter, and enables the matching PL 
>>encoder so that the respective PL tone is passed out of the 
>>transmitter.

Another way to go is 3 seperate decoders (say CS TS-32x series) 
which have built-in encoders which can be configured to enable 
the matching encode PL tone on the TX only when the a desired PL 
tone is decoded. About $60.00 each.

: Here are the W21AT mods (2) that I have compiled to date: 


W21AT Wide receive enable: 
: Turn off the radio 
Push the B + # and turn on the radio, wait 2 seconds after the display 
: returns to normal. Go to the set mode, look for 1 and PL in the display. 
: Turn the main tuning knob to 100 and push clear. This will enable direct 
: frequency entry. 


W21AT Mini-repeater mode: 
: Set the frequencies you desire 
Lock the key board, pusg the function + C and turn off the radio 
Push the function + moni + rpt-m and turn on the radio 


: To cancel mini-repeat mode: 
Leave radio on, push function + c buttons
